The company 
or merger was simply a plan of rail¬ 
road financiers to bring two com¬ 
peting roads, the Northern Pacific 
and the Great Northern, under fime 
control, and when the courts said 
that such a merger was in restraint 
of trade and commerce, the prime 
movers in the merger. Hill and Mor¬ 
gan. proposed that the shares of the 
two roadf l»e given pro rata to the 
stockholders of the Securities com- 
jwny, which would mean, of course, 
that as Hill and Morgan had the 
controlling holdings of the Secur¬ 
ities’ bliares of suick, the stock of 
the two r(>a<1s would go to them in 
sutlk-iont amount td |dve them the 
control of the roads which they hail 
planned to have hy reason of the 
merger. Harriinan, another rail- 
rosit king, otijeetcd to this and 
claimed that the shares in the two 
roads should gp Imck to the original 
holders representing thoee roads, 
which would put matters where they 
were l)etore the merger was at- 
lemptp<l. The U. court of ai»- 
(x-als has now decided this question 
hy .npproving the . plan of Hill and 
Morgan: So that while the North¬ 
ern Securities company is knocked 
out its intent is still in force and 
baekcsl up a court spproral! The 
law is largely powerless to prevent 
the concent ration of i-ontrol in in¬ 
dustry-(<*doy. the forces of evolu¬ 
tion an- on the other siJe.

of relipious jieople. 

Apain. our apno*tie admits that all our knowledge is based upon 
the information imparted to us by oiir .een^s-. Kut, he adds, how do we 
know that our w-rse.s give ns correct representations of the objects we 
perreire through them? .And he proceetis to informs us tha». whenever 
he spi'aks of ohjwts or'their qualities, he does in reality not mt.ni these 
objects and qualities, of which he cannot know anything for certain, but 
merely the impressions which they have prvslueed on his senses. .Vow. 
this line of reasoning seems undoubtedly hard to heat hy mere argumen¬ 
tation. But before there was arpumentatifin. there was action, fnt dn- 
fimg soar die That. And hunan action had solveil the diflieulty long 
Imfore human ingenuity invented it. The pr>iof of the pudding is in the 
eating. From the moment w« turn to our own use thoise objects, areord- 
ing to the qualities we jierreive in them, we put to an infallible test tlie 
correctnciw or otherwise of our sense-iM-rceptions. If these pi-recptions 
have been wrong, then our estimate of the use to which an object can be 
tumeil must also he wrong, and our attempt must fail. But if we suiv 
eoed in aecomplishing our aim. if we find that the object dws agree with 
our idea of it. ,nnd does answer the purpose wc intended it for, then that 
is positive proof that our perceptions of it and of its qualities, so for, 
ngn-e witli reality outside ourselves. And whenever we find ourselves 
face to face with a failure, then we generally are not long in making ont 
flic cause that made us fail; we find that the perception upon which wc 
acteil was either incomplete and snperdcia], or combined with the result" 
of other perceptions in a way not varrajitcd hy them—what we call de¬ 
fective reasoning. So long as we tai.'e care to train and to use onr senses 
properly, and to keep our action within the limits prescribed by perc||i- 
tions properly made and properly used, so long we shall find that the Re¬ 
sult of our ai'tion proves tlie conformity of our perceptions with the oh- 
jiH-tive nature of the things perceived. Vot in one single instance, no 
far, have we hei-n led to the conclusion tluit our sense-perreptions, seicn- 
tifii-ally controlled, induce in our minds ideas resiieeting the outer world 
that aie, by their very nature, at variance with reality, or that thert.is 
F an inherent incompatibility between tlie outer world and our scns<^p(>r.' 
'captions of it. ' •
